Senate Spli} on 
Trade Bill, Vote 
Expected Today 


By RAYMOND LAHR 
Washington, Sept. 
15 — (UP) — 


The senate was split along almost 
rigid party lines for the showdown 
votes today on the administration's 
reciprocal trade bill. 


The voting was slated to start at 
4 p. m.'EDT, after more than a 
week's debate on the tariff meas- 
ure. 


Expecting to lose only about four 
Democratic votes on their critical 
test, administration leaders were 
confident they had the strength to 
defeat all restrictive amendments 
and send the house-approved bill 
to President Truman. 
The real showdown was due on 
the first vote. It involved the Ee- 
publican-sponsored 
"peril 
point" 
amendment to retain 
the proce- 
dure voted into the trade agree- 
ment law by the 
GOP-controlled 
congress last year. 


This amendment would require 
the tariff commission io declare 
danger points below which 
tariff 
rates could not be cut without ser- 
ious damage to 
American pro- 
ducers. The President could nego- 
tiate 
agreements g o i n g below 
those points only if he gave a pub- 
lic explanation to congress.

U. S. Won't Agree 
to Boost in 
Price of Gold 


Washington, Sept. 15 —(/P)— Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Snyder has 
notified 
the 
International Mone- 
tary fund that the United States 
will not agree to a boost in 
the 
price of gold. 


His 
declaration 
indicates that 
this country will, if necessary, use 
its veto power to kill any general 
increase which might be favored 
by the board of directors of 
the 
48-nation fund. 


Synder made his statement, it 
was learned today, 
at

closed 
meeting of 4he fund's 
committee 
on gold. It helped to quash — for 
the moment — a 
South 
African 


proposal for a fund study of a new, 
higher price. It is 
now $35 an 
ounce. 


But the union of South Africa, 
world's b i g g e s t gold producer, 
plainly had plans to raise the issue 
again before the annual governors' 
meeting of the fund and the Word 
bank ends tomorrow night.
